D-Day (1961 Version) In France Rusk, Military 
Heads Called 


CHERBOURG, France (U P I)- 
The Yanks returned to France 
today. 


Two thousand serious - faced 
American soldiers arrived at this 
historic port through which passed 
tens of thousands of Doughboys 
of World War I and GI Jones of 
World War II. 


They were the vanguard of 40.- 
000 troops President Kennedy has 
ordered to Europe to beef up 
America’s five battle-ready divi­ 
sions feeing the Red army in Ger­ 
many and the vital communica­ 
tions lines that support them. 


Five hundred of them came 
ashore from the 19,000-ton U. S. 
Army transport Gen. Simon Buck­ 
ner when it docked at Cherbourg’s 
Maritime Station. The ship was 
due to leave later in the day tak­ 
ing the other 1,500 to Bremer- 
haven, Germany. 


Soldiers Line Rails 


The soldiers—first from Amer­ 
ica to land at Cherbourg ainee 
1945—lined the rails as the gray- 
painted transport eased slowly 
into the dock. 
It was a clear and sunny fall 
day with scarcely a ripple on the 


water of Cherbourg roadsteads. 


As the transport docked, a 
French band played the “Star 
Spangled Banner’* and the “Mar­ 
seillaise.*• 


Many of the soldiers, who had 
been laughing and kidding, be­ 
came suddenly serious. The an­ 
thems seemed to bring home to 
them that this was not a pleas­ 
ure cruise, not a junket but some­ 
thing that could be deadly serious 
—the real thing. 


Everything was quiet, smooth 
and businesslike. 


There were no flags on the 
dock, no large cheering crowds. 
Just a small waiting official dele­ 
gation and perhaps a couple of 
score of spectators—local French- 
men who watched in sober but 
friendly silence. 


The troops wore Class A uni­ 
forms, but otherwise there was 
little difference from the scenes 
when tens of thousands of Ameri­ 
can soldiers poured through Cher­ 
bourg 17 years ago. 
U.S. Army spokesmen said to­ 
day’s arrival marked the reactiva­ 
tion of Cherbourg as a major port 


of entry for the U.S. Army in 
Europe to supplement Bremer- 
haven and La Rochelle, on the 
French Atlantic coast.

“This looks very much like the 
same situation, although we hope 
there’ll be no fighting,’’ he said.

Many Handicaps 


But Larry has met and over 
come many handicaps in his 18 
short years. 


Just before he graduated from 
Pennsbury High School, Lower 
Makefield, last June, Larry ex- 
pressed concern that he might 
not be able to afford to attend 
MIT. When his classmates and 
friends heard of his plight, they 
all offered encouragement.
